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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is a Patent Office's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for manufacturing a solid core of 
laminations by cutting the sheet metal in a longitudinal direction into two or more metal strips 
and plastically deforming the lamination edges to fill the interstitial spaces.
